McKelvey was recently seated as a 
member of Wilmington's Democratic 
Town Committee. He is employed as 
a real estate salesperson by a Reading 
firm. 

McKelvey has completed work in a 
Master's degree in public administra- 
tion at Suffolk University. He will 
receive the degree from the Beacon 
Hill institution in about two weeks. 

While at Suffolk, he was one of 12 
graduate students eligible for and 
accepted into Phi Alpha Alpha, the 
honors society for graduate students 
in public administration. 

McKelvey is a graduate of 
Wilmington High School.

The prisiray for the election wilt be 
held on August 2. The seat is for the 
‘36th Middlesex District, which is com- 
posed of Wilmington and two 
precincts of East Billerica. 

Rep. Cain died on May 17. 

The redistricting plan recently ap- 
proved by the House of Represen- 
tatives will divide Wilmington among 
two districts in the 1978 election. Five 
precincts of Wilmington will be 
grouped with Tewksbury, and one 
precinct will be grouped with

Cain seeks to 
succeed father 


Pledging to ‘carry on and com- 
plete” the many projects his late 
father started, Robert J. Cain has an- 
nounced his candidacy for the 
Massachusetts House of Represen- 
tatives from the 36th Middlesex 
District.

He is 
a graduate of the Wilmington public 
school system, and attended Dean 
Academy in nklin, as well as in- 
surance education programs at 
Boston University. 

Cain is married to the former 


Harriet Smith of Reading, and is the « 


father of three children: Robert J 
Jr., 21, David, 20, and Jo Ann, 17. 

“I believe I would bring two major 
assets to the job of State Represen- 
tative,” Cain said. ‘‘First, an ap- 
preciation of what the job is all 
about...especially the commitment to 
Serve, first and foremost, the in- 
terests of the people of our district.

A Wilmington black man at Bunker Hill 


It was just about two hundred and 
fifty years ago that Samuel Dummer 
first came to what is now a part of 
Wilmington. The occasion is recalled 
because Rosalind, the wife of Jimmy 
Carter spent Monday on a sugar plan- 
tation in Jamaica. Samuel Dummer 
had owned a sugar plantation in that 
country 

He sold his plantation about 1726- 
1727 and moved north, with his 
possessions and his slaves, to the 
Colony of Massachusetts Bay 
Samuel Dummer had good reason to 
move to that colony, for his brother 
William Dummer was the Governor 
of the colony. The title, in that day 
and age, was His Majesty's Liente- 
nant Governor. 

William Dummer, Esq. The man 
for whom Dummer Academy in Essex 
County is named. His brother Samuel 
was likewise an attorney, and bore the 
honorific of Esquire. 

Samuel arrived with his furniture, 
his money from the plantation, and his 
slaves. Undoubtedly he lived with his 
brother in Boston for a period, while 
he decided where he was going to live. 

His eye was attracted to a bit of 
wilderness in Middlesex County, 
beyond the town of Woburn, and more 
or less under the domain of 
Charlestown. It was called The Land 
of Nod. 

The Land of Nod - land that had 
reverted to Charlestown when the 
Town of Woburn was set aside. It was 
not directly under the control of a 
church or a clergyman, and hence the 
name. Today it is that part of 
Wilmington which is north of Salem 
Street, appoximately, and east of the 
Boston and Maine Railroad. 

Further south was another Biblical 
name - a part of Woburn, known as 
The Land of Goshen. The Land of 
Goshen was from the site of the 
Whitefield School (approximately) to 
the West Intermediate, or Shawsheen 
School. 


Dummer bought three hundred 
acres - Lot One of the Land of Nod 
His purchase included a mill and a 
mill pond - Nod Mill. The site can still 
be seen, on Martins Brook. That mill, 
on that bank, lasted for three hundred

Samuel did not live long. He died, 
at the age of 48, on February 6 in 1738. 
His will is to be read, in the Middlesex 
County records, and it records some 
of the furniture which he had brought 
from Jamaica. His wife and child did 


* not long survive him. Possibly he died 


of small pox 

‘The house disappeared. It would be 
something to find the original site - 
somewhere northeast of the Harnden 


Tavern. 


The name Dummer disappeared. 
His was the only family of that name 
in Middlesex County. 

The slaves - the black men that he 
brought up from Jamaica. There is no 
record - but one can guess. 

‘Thirty-five years after his death 
there were slaves in North 
Wilmington, belonging to a family 
which lived on Andover Street. One of 
them was named Titus Cober. His 
master was a carpenter. His master 
built the home that is now the 
Harnden Tavern. 

Did slave labor help to build the 
Harnden Tavern? 

There is no way to know 

Titus Cober was one of the black 
men who were freed by the people of 
Wilmington with the advent of the 
Revolution. 

The name of Peter Salm is well 
known in American History. Peter 
was the black man who killed Major 
Prescott of Lexington fame, at the 
Battle of Bunker Hill . 

Peter Salm was not the only black 
man to fight at Bunker Hill 

One of the men from Wilmington 
who took part in that battle was a free 
man - a black man - named Titus 
Cober. 


Was Titus Cober, the black 
man, the ex-slave, a son of those black 
people who presumably were brought 
up from Jamaica prior to 1730, as the 
slaves of Samuel Dummer, Esquire?
